In 2006-07, John Dore led the Stingers to their third straight first-place finish in the Quebec conference with a 15-1 record and 
the No. 2 ranking in the country. 


At Concordia University, where he has been the head coach since the 1989-'90 season, Dore has taken the Stingers to the 
national championship tournament 11 times. He won the national crown in 1990 and placed second in 1995 and 2005. 


In the fall of 1995, he was named University Coach of the Year by the Foundation for Quebec University Athletics. He has been 
named the outstanding coach in the Quebec Student Sports Federation conference on 11 occasions, including the 2007 season. In 
1991, he was named Men's Basketball Coach of the Year by the Canadian Interuniversity Athletic Union. 


Dore's involvement in basketball doesn't stop at Concordia University. He has been at the helm of several national teams, 
including Canadian entries at World University Games (Universiade) and the Maccabiah Games. As well, he was president of 
the National Association of Basketball Coaches of Canada and an international committee member of the National Association 
of Basketball Coaches, U.S.A. This past summer he was invited to spend time with the New York Knicks and the Atlanta 
Hawks during their training camps. 


Despite all his commitments, Dore also values any time he can spend with young children and teenagers. Perhaps it is because 
of his 14 years as chairman of the Physical Education Department at St. George's High School and his work with the Quebec 
provincial team and the Vanier College Cheetahs. Whatever the reasons, Dore never passes on an opportunity to help out at a 
basketball clinic. In fact, he has his Stingers volunteer at several each season. He encourages all his players to work with 
children and has seen many of his current players and graduates get involved with groups like the YMCA, the YM-YWHA, 
and Sun Youth Organization.

The International Experience

Stingers win Friendship Games in Israel 


With a hard-fought 45-40 victory over Serbia in the championship match, the Concordia 
Stingers men’s basketball team won the second annual Friendship Games in Tel Aviv, 
Israel on Thursday night. 


All-star guard Damian Buckley scored 15 points to lead the Stingers. Teammate Andre 
Johnny chipped in 11 points. 


The Friendship Games offer college students from 17 different countries the opportunity to 
compete in a round-robin style basketball tournament with each team playing five games. 
The experience also includes tours of Jerusalem, the Dead Sea, Nazareth, Sea of Galilee, 
Tiberias and Tel-Aviv-Jaffa. 


The Friendship Games program was conceived in 2006 by Atlanta Hawks co-owner Ed 
Peskowitz who felt the game of basketball could begin to unify countries on a grassroots 
level. 


”T think the concept of the Friendship Games is terrific,” said Concordia head coach John 
Dore. “It’s peace through sport. It builds bridges and has just been an incredible experience 
for our kids.” 


In the opening rounds, Concordia defeated China 46-36, Italy 65-36 and Nazareth 71-29. 
All-Canadian forward Patrick Perrotte scored 16 points to lead the Stingers to a 62-51 
victory over Ireland in the semi-finals. 


Coach Dore and the team return to Montreal Saturday afternoon after 17 days and two 
tournaments in Israel. The Stingers also won the International Academic Sport Association 
Tournament in Be’er Shava on May 31.
